We have been usefully reminded
that, though kuavery and presumption win
in the making of nominations, the people will
resent the fraud, and assert their supremacy
in their own way. The managers of nomina-
tions may frame a ticket to suit their own
énds, but they must not rely on the rank and
file for its ratification. To secure their hearty
and united power, the candidates put forward
must command their confidenca.

In Maine the lesson, though different, is not
less olear or emphatio. The Democratio vote
shows a gain and the Republican a falling off,
not 88 a4 consequence of revolt within the Re-
publican party againsat its national polioy, but
confessedly and solely becsause of an unpopular
Jocal issne thrust upon the party by a vigorons
and determined minority. FProhibition i3 not
a political fssue, and it is not one which the
Republican party as such can carry withont
an-obvious risk of defeat. The fact that the
Republicans of Maine have achieved viotory
in spite of the disadvantage at which they
were placed by one portion of their body, is,
perhaps, the strongest tribute to their strength
that could be afforded. It is at any rate proof
that the cry of reaction which Maine is repre-
gented as having echoed, is at variance with
the admitted character of the contest.

The local writers of all shades of opinion
eoncur in rendering this as the explanation of
the changes exhibited by the vots on Monday.
The Augusta correspondent of the Boston
Advertiser—a known and earnest Republican
—deolares that the ‘‘sole causge of the losa to
the Republicans is the Liguor law and the Con-
stabulary law, passed by the last Legislature.”
“Manygapuhlicnns,” he adds, “were entirely
apathetio as to the resnlt, and not a few voted
direotly with the Democrats on the liquor
issue.”! Democratic correspondents frankly

roolaim the same story. The Portland

sapatoh to the Boston Fost asserts that “all
the tickets for members of the Legislature
are more or less eplit up, the division
arising in consequence of the nnpopular and
unrighteous provisions of the Frohibitory
law."” No other cause is assigned—no other
form of reaction claimed. The Boston Herald |
makes a similar admission. Its Angusta des- |
ateh has this remark:—""The ill-advised and |
opportune legislation of last winter, by the
enactment of the Prohibitory and Constabu-
lary laws, was the means of thousands of
Republicans casting their votes for candi-
dates in favor of & repeal of thoge obnexious
gtatutes.!”” Upon this head no room is left for
doubt. The Demooratio ﬁ&iu springs from a
gingle local guestion, having no relation to
the polioy by which the Eﬁpubllcm arty
should be judged, and in no respect indicat-
ing abatement of the firmness with whiok
gan;roll and its measares are sustained by the
tate,

There Is & warning in the case, however, by
which Republioan leaders in other Btates
shonld not fail to profit. With all its strength,
the party cannot afford to be made res pons
for irrelavant issues, or to be saddled with the
odivm which attaches to all the theories and
crotchets of zealous but intolerant minorities.

Every one knows that it'ds In the interest of
Enty alone that the reconstruction of the

outh bas been delayed and prevented. No
matier how men may attempt to explain and
defend the aoction of Cougress in the matier,
the plain, simple truth forces itself on the
mind at the last, that the object of all legisla-
tion on the subject has been to render impos-
sible the readmission of the Southern States
into the Union. That object has baen thus far
attained; and from present appesrances ft
wonld be perfectly gafe to say that, shonld the
Republican party retain its present asoend-
ancy, the present generation will not see the
Southern Btates restored to the Union on the
same footing as the other Btates. It may be
that some or all of them will, in the course of &
few years, go through the form of reinstate-
ment, but it will ouly be & mare sham and de-
lusion—a gross mockery., The right of self-
government will have been denifed to the men
of our own race in those Btates, and political
power will have been haunded over to the de-
scendants of Congo gavages. That is the only
gort of restorntion which is contemplated by
Congress; and improbable as that may seem,
there is an evident intent on the part of Con-
gresa to oarry out that programme,

But will the people of the United States
consent to such a degradation of their great
republic? Even if the inhabitants of the
Northern States entertained nofeeling towards
the white wen and women and ohildren of the
South but that of hate (whioh, we thank God,
is far from being the oase), would they, on
their own account, agree for one moment to
the proposition that the former slaves of the
cotton and rice plantations should have an
equal voice in the national conncils with the
representatives of New York, Massachusetts,
Penngylvania, and Ohio? To that plain issae
must it come; to that plainiasne it has already
come. Congress, through its legislation and
through its instroments in the South, has
shown its determination that all political
power there shall be transferred from the
white race to the black; avd Congress
assumes that in this policy it has the sup-
port of the people of the North. Is there
ﬁ(md ground for any such assumption? We

o not believe thers is. Wa know that the
vupopularity of President Johnson has tended
to create the iden that the people approve the

destructive policy of Congress; but thers is no |

real foundation for that idea. The people may
bave thought, and did think, that Congress
was gincerely intent on its desire to reconsti-
tute the Union on abasis of perfect equality
between all the States, and that Mr. Johnson
was unwigely thwarting Congress in the exs-
ention of that design. Such a delusion cannot
exist today. Cougress has shown either that
it desigrs to perpetuate the exclusion of the
Southern States, or that if they are to be re-
admitted, it is to be only after their politiocal
status has been thoronghly Africanized. Let
the people ask themselves whether they are
prepared for sither of these alternatives, and
if they are not, then let measures bes taken,
through public meetings, throungh the ballot,
and otherwise, lo give expression to the pub-
lic sentiment. e care not for President
Johnson or for Congress, for the Demooratic
party or for the Republican party ; but we do
care for the glory, and greatvess, and pros-

srity of the American Republie, which are
:Fl:-lng eruelly and ruthlessly sacrificed for
petty partisan purposes. Agsin we appeal
to the people to take such steps in the elec-
tions for Congress, in public assemblages and
in private conferences, as will convince their
reprecentatives that Congress must not per-
gist in the policy it has inaugurated, and
which is as abhorrent to sound judgment as it
in in utter repudiation—according to Mr. Thad.
Stevens’ boast—of the Constitution, under
which alone Congress has any power to legis-
late to all.

The Political Reaction—Cnlifornia and
Malne.
From the N. ¥. World,

The longest line that can be drawn through
the country in whoss expansive greatness we
sll exult, is from the Bt. Croix river to the
(iolden Gate; Maine and California being the
Dan and Beersheba of our ample republie. So
wide is the intervening space that stretches
between these States, which have a continent
jinterposed within their outside boundaries,
that the sun, which rises uapon the citizens of
Maine from the sparkling waters of Passama-
quoddy bay, must climb up into the heavens
for nearly four hours before his morning
beams gild the farthest summits of the Rovky
Mountains, and burnigh the bay of San Fran-
ciaoo, If diverﬂlly were to be found anywhers,
we #honld expeot ‘it in' the public senti-
ment of these widely separated States.
They have next 10 no communication
with esch other; they have a populas-
tion as differently constituted as that of any
two Btates in this Union ocan well be; they
differ in pursuits, in climate, in produotions,
and in their relations to the bungkiness and
cemmerce of the conntry. When, therefore,
canskds which act on public sentiment are
found to operate’ in the gamwe manner fn these
two stranger Btates which stand as sentinels
on the extrems boundaries of the republio, it
is safe to ussume that their operation has
been general throughout the whole breadth
of the intervening continent, 1f the Demo-
orats had made considerable gains in ome of
these Blates, and not in the ofher, the change
might be attributed to local clrommstances;
bot where the distance is so grest, and the
ciremmgtances so dissimilar, and the inter-
course and communication so infrequent and
slight, it can be sccounted for only by sup-
posing it to proceed from canses which operate
upon the whole conntry alike.

The reaction in Maine is not, to be sure, 8o
complete and electrio as it has been in Call-
fornin. Hut this is doe to the fact that life is
not 5o sotive, and men’s pulses do not beat a8
quick, in a rural and stationary State, as they
do in a State settled by pushing and adven.
turouns citizens who fled from the tameness of
older commnuuities to find & freer flald for thelr
ardor and enterprive, Commerce, which is
the great guickener of thought, the great
shurpener of the human faculties, has made
the Californians keen and alert; but if the eiti-
zens of Maine move a little slower, they still
march in the same dircotion, and at & satis-
fnotory rme.

Nebraska, and Colorndo; and will recover for
us Ohbio, Indisna, Oregon, and New Hamp-
shire, oss, with Connecticut and Califor-
nin, already redeamed, will give us twalve
Demooratio Btates, containing a majority of
the population now represented in Congress,
and enabling us to elect twenty-foar Demo-
oratio Senators when the terms of the present
Incumbents shall expire, This expeotation
does not rest upon finoy, but upon resoning;

been iu Maine. Let but this be admitted,
and the rest is arithmetio.
